From en Occasional Correspondent. 

NEW YORK, April 13.—Apropos of Mr. 
James Gordon Bennett’s return to America 
and all the talk about his every act, it occurs 
to me how little the public understand the 
man and his true relation to the New York 
Herald. There is an impression that Mr. 
Bennett, because he plays polo, gives balls at 
Pau, spends half his time in Europe and 
builds fine yachts, allows tne Herald to run 
itself. The facts are, that never was a great 
property so thoroughly and minutely con- 
trolled by the spirit, and, yes, even the work 
of one man (though the work may not mean 
reguiar confinement to an office Gesk for so 
many bours a day per week), as the Herald is 
by Mr. Bennett. When Mr. Bennettis in Eu- 
rope he directs the paper as absolutely as he 
does _sihere. He cables as _=_—« freely 
as he would talk. Of every 
important event which occurs inthe United 
States he is instantly informed, and when it 
opens a subject on which the paper must 
commit itself to a definite policy he will often 
dictate, off-hand, an editorial, which is forth- 
with cabled over to the home office. The 
readers next day, in perusing the Herald’s 
editorial views, has little idea that they were 
cabled from Paris, Egypt or Algiers, as the 
case may be, for they appear in the usual place 
allotted to such ariicles. But so close is Mr. 
Bennett’s attention to details that he will 
often use the cable in this manner even when 
atopic or point of minor importance is in 
question. Nothing in the paper is too small 
ortrifling to escape his attention. He re- 
ceives a copy of the Herald every day ona 
which every article, paragraph or item is 
piainly marked in big vlue pencil letters with 
the name of the writer, and very often some 
little city paragraph, obscurely bidden away 
at the bottom of a column, will come back 
with a note of correction and reprimand 


in Mr. Bennett’s ‘own handwriting, 
if there is an error or a “puff” 
disclosed to his searching eve. A 


typographical error of the smaliest kind, ora 
misplaced or badly “‘set up” advertisement, 
will call forth a similar rebuke, which may 
come all the way from Trouville or St. Pe- 
tersburg—wherever Mr. Bennett may be, the 
chances are ten to one that he will see it. 
Everybody in the office whois familiar with 
its inner ways knows this, and the conse- 
quence is that every one of his representatives 
is infused with his own vigor, watchiulvess 
and attention to detail. There is not one dol- 
lar spent in a vear on that great paper 
that Mr. Bennett does not know 
about. Once or twice a year he regularly 
goes over the salary-list, inquiring as to the 
merits of each employe with reference to 
promotion or increase. If anything irregular 
in any branch of the business occurs he is at 
once notified. His capscity for work is mar- 
velous. **‘He can lay out more work in an 
bour,’’ said one of his oldest employes once 
to me, “than you or [I canina week.” It is 
really a sight to look at his working desk in 
his beautiful Paris residence, covered with 
Heralds, strewn with cablezrams, dispatches, 
letters, articies, etc. In the Hera'!d ocilice, 
when he is in New York, he will see and 
‘“‘despatch” about fifty persons in a couple of 
hours. The moment it is known that Mr. 
Bennett has returned to New York the office 
is thronged with applicants for all sorts of 
favors, and the rapidity with which he sees 
them all and gets rid of the reat siege is 
something astonishing. 
SHARP VIGILANCE. 
Nobody in the otlice can tell 
when Mr. Bennett may not “bob 
up serenely.” There are a numberof dif- 
ferent entrances to his sanctum. Nobody 
ever knows by what door he has entered, and 
often when the editorin charge or his busi- 
yess representative is watching to see him 
pass into the building bis electric beil sharply 
sounds and summovs him to Mr. Bennett’s 
presence. Sometimes when he has been sup- 
posed to be faraway from the city he has 
turned up at midnight and worked ali night 
superintending matters in the composing and 
vress-room, overhauling every littie arrange- 
mentinthe building, and going home até 
o’clock in the morning. This delightful une 
certainty as to his movements keeps every- 
body on the alert—no matterif he has not 
chosen to come down to the office for days 
there is no teliipg at what ungodly hour he 
may rise up, like a ghost, before the 
amazed vision of the city or night editor, or 
of the foreman of the composing, the stereo- 
typing or press-room. 
GROWTH OF THE HERALD. 
When old Mr. Bennett died the decline of 
the Herald was predicted by some of the 
newspapers. The facts are thatthe average 
circulation, which under his father never ex- 
ceeded 50,000 copies, except during exciting 
eriods ef the war. now averages 125,000 per 
ay and the advertising has been quadrupled. 
No doubt Mr. Bennett’s father gave the paper 
agrand start, but still he leftitto his son 
with a reputation and circulation largely 
local. The great European, indeed, world- 
wide, prestige of the Herald of to- ‘da the 
paper owes solely to the son. ere 
is not a corner of the universe ia 
which the Herald may not be 
found. Mr. Bennett’s liberality—that decided 
streak of generosity which he is said to have 
inherited Prom his mother—has beea a far- 
sighted policy for the success of the paper.

DOWN IN GEORGIA. 


How the Schoolmaster is Compelled to 
Assert Himeelf.

L. R. Buntain is the teacher of the Shiloh 
school, near this city.

EDGAR A. POE. 


How the Unfortunate and Dissipated 
Poet Came to his Death. 
From the Baltimore Sun, April 8. 


Dr. John J. Moran, of Falls Church, Fair- 
fax county, Va., who was resident physician 
at the Washington University Hospital (now 
the Church Home and Infirmary), on North 
Broadway, from March, 1849, to October, 
1855, visited the institution poorer for the 
first time since the dissolution of his official 
connection therewith. Dr. Moran pointed 
out the room occupied by Edgar Allan Poe, 
andrelated the circumstances of his death, 
which occurred October 7, 1849. The Doctor 
states that on the 6th of October, about a. 
m., Mr. Poe was brought to the hospital ina 
hack driven by an Irishman, who stated that 
he had found his passenger on Light street 
wharf. In reply to an inquiry whether the 
gentieman was intoxicated, the havck- 
man stated that there was no smell of 
liquor about him, and that he had lifted him 
into the carriage like a child. Dr. Moran did 
not recognize his patient until the hackmaa 
—— acard bearing Poe’s name. Mr. 

oe Was unconscious and very pale. He was 
piaced in the third-story room of the turret, 
at the southwest corver of the building, about 
7 bv 10 teetin size. A nurse was stationed 
at the door, with instructions to cali Dr. 
Moran whea the patient awoke, which 
occurred in 20 minutes. The dcector, being 
much interested in his patient, went im- 
mediately to his side. A glance sufficed to 
show that Mr. Poe wag extremely ill, and he 
was so informed. Inreply to a question he 
said he did not know how long he had been 
sick, and could give no account of himself. 
He was much surprised when informed that 
he was ina hospital. He stated that he had 
stopped ata hotel on Pratt street, where a 
trunk containing his papers and manuscripts 
had been left. he trunk was sent for, Dut 
the owner made no further reference to it. 

Dr. Moran proceeded to make a diagnosis 
of the case. The patient was very weak, Dut 
there was no tremor of the iimbs, no ayita- 
tion of the body, no smell of Jiquor on the\ 
breath or person, norany sympvoms of in- 
toxication. Owing to the weak eendition of 
the patient Dr. Moran decided to administer 
a stimulant, and so informed him. Mr. Poe 
said: “If I thought. its potency would 
transport me to the elvsian bowers of the un- 
discovered spirit-world I would not touch 
it.’? Dr. Moran then proposed an anodyne, 
when Mr. Poe rejoined: ‘Twin sister to the 
doomed and crazed in perdition.” Mr. Poe 
continued to converse most despondingiy, 
but was relieved by short intervals of sleep. 
As his body grew weaker his mind retained 
its force and his conscious moments were 
marked bv vivid flashes of his characteristic 
genius. Nearing the end, Mr. Poe became as 
gentle as achild. He died an hour past mid- 
night, sixteen hours after his arrival at the 
hospital. The cause of death was the ex- 
haustion of the nervous fluid, the result of 
exposure, hunger and otber causes aciing 
upon a sensitive organization. 

Tne remains were laid in state in the large 
reception-room in the rotunda of the college, 
where they were viewed by many persons. 
Fully fifty ladies received locks of the dead 
poet’s hair, which feil in jet black ringlets 
about his brow. The funeral took place on 
the afternoon of October 8, 1849, the remains 
being interred in the burying-ground of West- 
minster Presbyterian Church, where the 
monument has since been erected. 

Dr. Moran unhesitatinglv and emphatically 
pronounces false the stories that have been 
published of Poe’s death having been caused 
by drink, In compliance with requests from 
Mr. Poe’s mother-in-law and Mrs. Sarah E. 
Sheiton, of Richmond, Va., the original of 
‘*Annabel Lee,’? Dr. Moran made careful! in- 
auiry into Mr. Poe’s movements previous to 
his arrival at the hospital. It was ascertained 
that he ieft Richmond onthe 4th of October 
for Philade!phia and New York, and arrived 
in Baltimore by boaton the 5th. He regis- 
tered at Bradshaw’s Hotel, which stood on 
the site of the present Maitby House. After 
a short stay there he took a train at the depot, 
then standing on the opposite side of the 
for Philadelphia. The train pro- 
ceeded to Havre de Grace, where passengers 
were then transferred by ferry across the 
Susquehanna. The river, however, was 80 
turbulent that Mr. Poe declined to cross, and 
returned to Baltimore, arriving in the even- 
ing. This was the last seen of him by bis 
friends. He was attired in asuit of broad- 
cloth, as was his custom, and the neatness 
which marked his person is supposed to have 
aroused the cupidity of certain low eharac- 
ters who infested the neighborhood of Light 
street wharf. The theory is that he was 
seized and dragged into some resort for 
thieves, where he was drugged and stripped 
of his clothing, cast-off apparel being substi- 
tuted forit. He was then disposed of by be- 
ing placed on the wharf, where he remained 
all night ina stupor. Dr. Moran, from his 
knowledge of the subsequent condition of 
Mr. Poe, tirmly believes that he was drugged. 
Mr. Poe himself, while unable to account for 
the events of the night, declared repeatedly 
that his condition was the result of no con- 
scious act of his own. The story of Mr. Poe 
having been made drunk by politicians, and 
forced to vote repeatedly at an election, Dr. 
Moran states, is absurd, as the election took 
place on the 3d of October, and Mr. Poe did 
not leave Richmond until the 4th.

From Europe to the United States. 
From a Geneva (Switzerland) Letter. 

For good or for evil, railways, steamboats 
and the United States are revolutionizing 
Europe. By tbe mere force of attraction, 
America is acting on the populations of the 
old world as the moon actson the waters of 
the earth, agitating them and drawing them 
thitherward. The human tide is moving 
westward, and every new railway that 
is inid down, every new steamboat that is 
built, facilitates and intensifies the move- 
ment. The effects of the enormous emizra- 
tion which is now in progress, as we'll on the 
social as on the political condition of Europe, 
can hardly fail to be both momentous and 
ne Whole districts are losing more 
than half their population. Laat year alone 
15,000 persone emigrated from Wurtemburg, 
equal to nine per thousand, or nearly 1 per 
cent of the population, From the grand 
duchy of Baden the emigration was 11,000, 
being rather more than 1 per cent of the pop- 
ulation. At this rate, even ifthe exodus does 
not increase, andit is increasing, Germany 
will lose one-tenth of the flower 
of its people during the next 
ten § years. but this statement gives 
only an inadequate idea of the significance of 
the movement. The emigrants are not drawn 
in equal measure from all parts of the coun- 
try. There are local causes that tend te make 
the movement much brisker in certain dis- 
tricts than in others. In a speech made a 
few days ayo by Herr Pfluger, inthe Chamber 
of Deputies, he said that, during the last three 
years, tworthirds of the population of the 
Baden Oberland had emigrated. At this 
rate intwo more years the Baden Oberland 
will have lost the whole ofits population. 
The emigration from Switzeriand, though 
less in pruportion than from South Germany, 
is still on an extensive scale. The number 
who left the Confederation last year in 
the character of emigrants reached a total 
of 10,900, against 7,500 in 1880, and 4,450 im 
1879. If the increase should continue at this 
rate for the next eight years, the emigrants 
of 1890 will number something like 300,000. 
But that 1s hardly possible. Emigration is 
one of those tides in the affairs of men which 
ebb and flow, and is now on the flow. It 
should be remembered on the other hand 
that in the opinion of the most competent 
observers, the flow is far from having reached 
its beigbt, and that either war or revolution, 
contingencies which are always on the cards, 
would vastly swell its volume. The two 
last wars in which Germany’ was 
were followed by a great 
in emigration, For the 
present exodus several reasons may be as-

THE CHOUTEAU CLAIM. 


What Our Fellow-Citizen is Demand- 
ing of the Goverdment, 
From the New York Sun. 

A bill for the relief of Charles P. Chouteau 
hasa bistory which is a good specimen of 
the wavyin which claims are made up and 
pushed through Congress. Such bilis are 
frequently hurried through on the strength 
of a favorable committee report. In this case 
the bill ley to be simpiy a measure to 
enable the Court of Ciaims to decide the case 
upon its merits, and itis due to the industry 
and care of Mr. Hammogd, of Georgia, that 
its true character was exposed. In 1863 
Charles W. McCord contracted to build a gun- 
boat for $386,000. This amount was paid by 


the Government, and in addition $203,- 
458 82 for alterations and extras, 
After the war McCord joined 


with the Secors aud other coutractors in 
an appeal to Congress for extra compensa- 
tion. A board of inquiry found that nothing 
was due McCord. Subsequently an act was 
procured enabling the case to be brought be- 
fore the Court of Claims, and there the at- 
tempt was madeto get extra pay on tbe 
ground that cost of laborand materials was 
nigher than the contractor had estimated it 
would be. In behalf of the Government there 
was submitted McOord’s receipt ‘in full for 
ail claims and demands,” and upon this the 
claim was thrown out ofcourt. The pending 
bill proposes to bar McCord’s receipt,and vir- 
tually dispense with the contract obligations, 
and to settle the case by calcu'ations of profit 
and loss made after nineteen years have 
elapsed. Chou'eau appears in the case as Mr. 
Mcvord’s assignee,and Mr. Hammond showed 
toat the claim was bought by him at public 
auction in St. Louis for $200. On such slender 
basis as this a ciaim amounting to about $200,- 
000 18 pressed upon Congress. An idea of 
how committee work is often attended to may 
be gained from the fact shown by bir. Ham- 
mond that the report accompanying the pend- 
ing bill is a copy of a Sepate report mace by 
Mr. Hoar during this session, which is a copy 
of a Senate report made in 1880, which again 
is acopy of a House report made that year. 
The original report misstated the facts, and 
the subsequent reports have copied the mis- 
statements. The ciaim is of the same class as 
the claims of the Secors,and as these ccntract- 
ors, after getting an extra allowance of $115,- 
539 01, got $93,000 from Robeson in defiance 
of law, doubtless the owner of the MeCord 
claim thought it ought to stand a good chance 
in a House of which Robeson is a leader. 


Maids of Honor to the Queen. 
From Chambers’ Journal. 


In the Lord Chamoper!ain’s department are 
the Mistress of the Robes, witha salary of 
£500; the Groom of the Robes, with £800 (and 
a clerk, a messenger, and a furrier as assist- 
ants) and eight Ladies of the Bedvhamber. 
rhe duties of the latter consist in waiting on 
her Majesty for a fortnigiat ata time in rota- 
tion; thus each lady would becalled upom 
three times a year for this duty. Folio 
these in rank are tue eight Maids of Honor, 
who represent a very oid imstitution in con- 
nection with royalty. Im 1652, shortiv after 
his marriage with Henrietta, of France, 
Charlies I. issued the following rules for the 
guidance of the Maids: ‘** ithe Queen’s Maids 
of Honor are to come into the Presence 
Chamber before ll of theclock, and to go to 
prayers; and afier prayers to attend until 
the Queen be set at dinumer. Again, at2 
o’clock to return into the said chamber, and 
there to remain until supper-time. And 
when they shali be retired into their cham- 
ber, they admit of no mau to come there, and 
that they go not at any time out of the Court 
without leave asked of the Lord Chamberlain 
or her Majesty,and thatthe Mother of the 
Maids see all these orders concerning the 
Maids duly observed, aa she will answer to 
the contrary.”” Nowadays the Queen’s Maids 
of Honor do not have such restrictions placed 
on their liberty, and merely take their turn, 
two at a time for one month, to attend on her 
Majesty. After these in rank stand tne eight 
Bedchamber Women, who serve in rotation 
in the same manner, and are only expected to 
figure on state occasions. Henrietta, Duch- 
ess of Suffolk, in one of her letters, gives an 
interesting account of tke dutiesof these 
‘‘women’’ in her time: “Bedchamber Wa- 
men came into waiting before the Queeu’s 
pravers, which was before she was dressed. 
The Queen often shiftedin a morning. If 
her Majesty shifted at noon, the Bedcham- 
ber Lady being by, the Bedchamber Weman 
gave the shift tothe Lady without any cere- 
mony, andthe Lady put iton. Sometimes, 
likewise, the Bedchamber Woman gave tbe 
fantothe Ladyin the same manner; and 
this was ali thatthe Bedchamber Lady did 
about the Queen when sue was dressing. 
When the Queen washed her hands, tbe Page 
of the Back-Stairs brought and set down on 
the side-table the basin and ewer. Then the 
Bedchamber Woman set it before the Queen, 
and knelt on the other side of the table over 
against the Queen, the Bedchamber Lady 
only looking on. The Bedchamber Woman 
poured the water out ofthe ewer upon the 
Queen’s hands. The Redchamber Woman 
pulled on the Queen’s gloves when she could 
not do it herself. The Pageof the Back 
Stairs was calledin to put on the Queen’s 
shoes,” etc. All thisis now obsolete; the 
situations are quite honorary #0 faras work 
is concerned. ‘The salaries of the Maids« ef 
Honor and the Bedchamber Women are £300 
per annum each.

CRITTENDEN CONDEMNED. 


A Governor Who Knows Nothing of Law or 
Civilization. 
From the New York Sun, 13tb inst. 

The commission which Gov. Crittenden gave 
to Bob Fordisthus reported by the Governor 
himself: ‘'I want Jesse James brought in,and 
I will give you $10,000 for him, dead or alive.’’ 
This amounted to saying, ‘‘I will give you 
$10,000 to killhim.’’ There does not seem to 
have been at any time, eitheragn the part of 
employer or empioyed, any idea of attempting 
tO catch James aiive. Ford started off on his 
mission, and soon this telegraphic dispatch 
from him reached the Governor: ‘‘l have 
gone after Jesse James, and inten days I'll 
nave killed him or he’ have killed me.’’ The 
Governor waited for news. The news for 
which he waited was the news that James was 
killed. When Ford telegraphed, ‘‘I have 
got Jesse Jumes,’’ the message was perfectly 
intelligible to the Governor and to the officers 
of the iaw who werein his contidence durin 
these proceedings. They knew Ford had 
‘*got’’ Jamed dead, not alive. 

Gov. Critteuden has learned—probably since 
he came East—that the Constitution aud stat- 
utes of Missourido not recognize auy such 
thing as an outlaw. Until now he has spoken 
of Jesse James asif thefe weé in existeace 
against hima standing deatn warrant which 
anybody ia the State was empowered to exe- 
cute upon sight. He now makes a curious 
distinction between an outlaw and a person 
wh is beyond the protection of the laws. 
‘‘NO person,’’ says Goy. Crittenden, ‘could 
be outlawed under the State laws; but as these 
men were pubijic murderers and bandits, 
any person was authorized to attempt their 
capture, evenif he had to shoot themin so 
doing.’’ When asked if he had not exceeded 
his authority in the instructions given to Ford, 
he replies, No, because the offer of the $i0,v00 
was privately, not publicly, made. And be 
finally disposes of ali the questions of law and 
right und civilization invoived in his action in 
procuring the death of James by wie remark- 
avle argument that nine out of ten of the peo. 
ple of Missouri are glad the thing was done. 

Here we have one of the most extraordinary 
spectacies ever presented in this country—a 
Chief Magistrate who dues not know what law 
is, who has not the faintest conception of the 
meaning of civilization, who imagines that any 
méans are legitimate which lead fo an end thut 
will be pleasing to the community, and who 
thinks that he does his dntv when, in order to 
punish another man tor violating the law, he 
violates it himself. If James cquid be tracked 
to shoot, he could have been tracked to ar 
rest. The joy in Missourioverthe action of the 
officials who conspired to proi:ure the murder 
of a murderer indicates a grace of public intel- 
hgenee not even so, high inthe scale of conduct 
as that which tolerates Lynch law.

by the marriaxe of their father, consented for 
the first time to join the gang of freebooters, 
headed by their cousin. Outside of the im- 
mediate vicinity, also, no one suspected that 
the great chief, as well as the wiley counsel- 
lor of the band made the home of the Hites a 
rendezvous. It was a piace for counting and 
dividing the spoils as well as a place of con- 
cealment and hiding in the times when the 
ne of the law pressed too close at their 
ee's. 

Old George Hite was always regarded as 
bluff and honest, and the fact that his word 
was as good asbis bond was a standing 
expression among his neighbors. In 1878 his 
first wife died, and soon after be united his 
fortunes with a buxom lady named Mrs. Peck, 
She was bright, handsome and young enough 
to be full of life, and the dance she led the 
old man proved more than enough for his 
senile fimbs, 

She, from the day it became known thata 
marriage was pending, proved a bone of con- 
tention in the Hite familv. The three boys, 
W ootsin, Clarence and George, were unwill- 
ing that their aged father should marry, and 
the marriage nndoubtedly had much to do 
with the one’s filling a grave, murdered by a 
fellow-bandit, and the other’s occupying a 
cell in the Missouri Penitentiary. 

The stepmother formed an unqualified ha- 
tred for the sons of the old man, and it is 
alleged that at the same time she developed a 
iove for Jesse. On the other hand, it is 
claimed that she laid schemes, boidly and 
openly, to expose these knights of the road, 
but Mr. Norris, her father, denies this state- 
ment, stoutly asserting that Jesse James 
never possessed a warmer or truer friend 
than Mrs. Hite No. 2. Ke tbat as it may, it is 
certain that old George Hite could not follow 
the lively widow’s music, and she is now liy- 
ing in Alabama and is suing for a divorce. 

Mrs. Hite, it is stated, swore out a warrant 
for the arrest of her stepson Woot, charging 
him with the murder of a negro named ‘Ta- 
bor. Thestory runs that this negro, who 
was employed about the place for years, car- 
ried notes from Mrs. Hite toa young man in 
the neighborhood, and Woot, discovering the 
fact, caught bim on the road near town and 
shot him dead. Mrs. Hite says she saw the 
killing. The cause of the warrant wasa re- 
newal of an old quarrel between harself and 
Woot, during whichjshe threatened to anddid 
iuform on him. 

Hite was arrested at his home and taken to 
Adairville by the marshal of ithat place, who 
had a guard stationed over him. While the 
guard was at one end ofastoreon the store 
Hite slipped out the otherend and was not 
again captured. 

After that affair Wood Hite did not make 
his home in the same town with his parents, 
aud it is probable that from that day he be- 
came an outlaw. Geo. T. Hite, the other of 
the three brothers, resides at Adairville, Ky., 
where he carries on a prosperous drygoods 
business. Heisacripple, about 28 years of 
age,cau-ed by spinal disease.He was anintim- 
ate friend of Jesse James, anc although, not 
directly connected with any of the robberies, 
could probably give as full particulars of the 
schemes and plans of the “fold gang” as any 
man living. 

THE HOME OF THE HITES 
is situated about two miles from the town of 
Adairsville, and is a considerable distance 
from the mainroad. Itis reached by a nar- 
row dirt road. which runs in through the 
woods for about a mile and a half. Ina 
clump of green cedars and on a glightly ele- 
vated ridge of land stands a white painted 
cottage Of modern architecture, neatly kept 
and sheltered byathick patch of evergreens 
which grow around. A broad verandah and 
a smooth lawn add to the beauties which 
nature has showered profusely upon this one 
«pot. Back from the house ata distance of 
some thirty rods standsa high barn which, 
if it could give utterance to established fact, 
would tell a long story of deep laid plots and 
fiendish schemes. It could tell of a quarrel 
which arose between Dick Little and Wood 
Hite and which erded in a bloodiess duel. 


Here old man Hite still lives, his spirit 
broken through his domestic af- 
flictions, and especially through 
the 108s of his two sons. 


The place is looked upon by the neighbors in 
a Very mysterious manner, andis the object 
of much dread and curiosity to them. 


Was Frank James There? 

Sheriff Timberlake, of Clay county, Mo., 
takes this occasion todenyjthat Frank James 
was present at Jesse’a funeral,and he also 
says that he is surethat he has not beenin 
St. Joseph since the killing. The sheriff 
gives as his reason for this belief that Frank 
did not dare to go into civilized communities 
atthe present time from the fact that he 


knew the officers were on his track. He also 
said that Frank did not know half the ar- 
rangements that had been made to effect his 
capture. 

Sheriff Timberlake ought tojbe well posted 
and undoubtedly thinks he knows what he is 
taiking about, but when be says that Frank 
James bas not been in St. Joseph since the 
killing of his brother he is contradicted by 
men who know the outlaw per- 
sonally and who are positive that they 
have seen and talked to him during the time. 
Tbe probability is that Timberlake is mis- 
taken, for if two months ago some one had 
told Sheriff Timberlake that Jesse James was 
in St. Josepb, the sheriff would have laughed, 
and with the same incredulity would have 
exclaimed, *‘nonsense.’’ The fact of the mat- 
ter is, the sheriff does not know Frank when 
he sees him, and is inclined to regard every 
story of his whereabouts as a lie, manufac- 
tured by the newspapers, In the interview 
referred to, the sheriff says in reference to 
Frank: ‘*We aré not sleeping, however, and 
some of these days we will give you some- 
thing to talk about. 


The Income of the Gang. 
There is no way of determining accurately 
gyhe amount of pjunder secured by the James 
boys in their various robberies. Estimates 
have been made placing the the total over 
halfa million of dollars. The difficulty in 
getting at the figures is to determine in which 
of the robberies the James boys participated. 


In thelist given, it is not probable that 
Frank and Jesse participated m all, but in 
every case the robbery is substantially trace - 
able tothem orto their confederates. The 
amounts, recently compiled by a contempo- 
rary, as far as they can be ascertained, are as

WASHINGTON, April 12.—Fur cloaks, biting 
winids,an air as keen as January,and this is the 
middle of April. There is nota city in this 
country in which such an assortment of 
weather can be had as in Washington, It can 
be hotter and colder aad wetter and dryer 
here than any other spot on the habitable 
globe. The dampness and mist of Easter 
Sunday, and the actual cold of the last two 
days, bave kept the Easter season from ap- 
pearing very hilarious. Spring continues on 
at a discount; hardly a woman in Washington 
had the hardihood to appear ina new spring 
bonnet at Easter. Yes, one woman, who 
wore a delicate straw, trimmed with trailing 
sprays of roses, with a sealskin dolman. 
Some people never have any sense any way. 
Itis only lately that shops (I am up to the 
affectation of calling a shop ashop, and the 
man who keeps ashop a shopkeeper, which 
is infinitely more respectable than store- 
keeper), have been Known in Washington, 
that is, where anything worth having could 
be bought. Only a few years back no society 
woman would have been caught ina Wash- 
ington-bought and Washington-made costume. 
New York furnished the modes as well as 
the modistes. Then came a method savoring 
ofa provincial time; dressmakers brought 
ready-made toilet here frem New York, 
hired a parlor at one of the fashionable hotels 
and exhibited. The costumes were generally 
very elegant, but the prices were enough to 


make one’s hair curl. That is__—atill 
pursued to a degree, but now 
one finds a _ really respectable as- 


sortment of goods here, but not all the sol- 
emn oaths of the merchants, backed up by 
the adjurations of the clerks, can bring this 
female sceptic to the belief that they are cheap 
—although, upon reflection, [ don’t remember 


ever to have seen anything that I really 
thought cheap. If it cost little money, it was 
of no account; if it cost a good deal of money, 
of course it was not cheap. 

Washington women—and remember, Wash- 
ington is a cosmopolitan village to that de- 
gree that St. Louis girls can’t be told from 
Chicago girls—and to leave the subject of 
Washington women before I have entered 
upon it, | expect that the remark /fust made 
in regard to the St. Louis Chicago 
maidens will be the cause of receiving 
a brief note from the eaitor of this journal 
henceforth dispensing with my valuable 
services. To resume: Washington women 
are not, as a rule, well dressed on the street. 
They require so many evening, dinner and 


reception dresses that the bottom of the 


marital or paternal purse has been reached 
before they have had time to buy street 
dresses. The incessant, senseless and fatigu- 
ing ‘‘ealling business” takes the place of the 
afternoon walk down the principal thorough- 
fare common in most towns.

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A Startling Sworn Statement Con- 
cerning an Attorney Missing 
ne 
From the Records of the Criminal Court, 
Where it Should be Filed, 


Every now and then the fact that some im- 
portant paper or evidence disappears from 
the Four Courts igs discovered. Indictments 
have been known to be thoughtlessiy poked 
away in the deep recesses of some dusty desk 
and remain hidden from the light of day for 
weeks while the very matters contained there- 
in were under serious consideration in some 


part of the Clark avenue temple or Justice. 
revolvers which player prominent parts in 
the important murders have passed out of the 
hands of the officials to private individuals in 
curious Ways. Only a short time ago a talse 
affidavit ‘ound its way into the hands of the 
individualWwho made it, and who refused to 

ive it up in evisence against himself on trial. 

he fact that it is everybody’s 
business to prevent any such occurrence 
is probably sufficient reason forthe further 
fact that nobody ever takes it on himee!t to in- 

uire into or stop these crooked proceedings. 
Tone the latest of these mysterinus docu- 
mentary disappearances was one discovered 
in the office of the Clerk of the Criminal Court. 
In September, 1877, George Burley, a young 
man, was jailed on a charge of grand lare ny, 
He was defenped by Messrs. Joseph G. Lodge 
and John I. Martin, found guilty October 9, 
1877, and senteneed to two years in the Penai- 
tentiary. Whileinjail, after receiving #en- 
tence the aischarged his attorneys and hired 
Frank D. Turner. A new trial was secured and 
had November 21, 1877, at which he receivad a 


sentence of three years in the 
Penitentiary. Just before Judge Jones 
ronounced sentence Burlev said 


e knew there was no hope for him, and he 
would soon be in Jefferson City; but he had 
one request to make before he received sen- 
tence. He asked to be permitted to file a 
sworn statement concerning the conduct of 
his attorney towards him. This was granted, 
and the affidavit made and handed to the 


clerk. At the time it caused much 
commotion among the lawyers prac- 
ticing at the Four Courts, and was duly 


filed with the Clerk. This paper is now no- 
where’ to be found among the records of the 
eouri. Mr. Andrew J. Clabbey. the Clerk of 
the court, remembered such a paper, but was 
unable to find it ani could not state what had 
become of it. The papers were examined, but 
the affidavit was not among them nor any 
mention of it made on the backing. Judge 
William C. Jones, who atthat time occupied 
the Crimina!) bench, was questioned. 

‘*‘T distinctly remember the case and efreum- 
stances. On bearing the defendant’s sworn 
statement of his attorney’sconductl gave him 
the benefit by reducing his sentence to two 
vears. If the paper was not filed away it 
should bave been, as it was part of the record 
of the case. I don’t know anything aboutit, 
but it should now be with the other papers.’’ 

Mr. Joseph G. Lodge had only assisted in se- 
curing a new trial and was not conversant 
with the details of the affidavit, which, how- 
ever, were obtained from Mr. Martin, the 
original attorney in the case. ‘‘The man aad 
had one trial,’’ said Mr. Martin, ‘‘aud was 
given the lowest sentence. Mr. Lodge and 
myself secured a new trial on the grounds of 
newly discovered evidence, after which Il saw 
the Circuit Attorney and told him there was 
no chanee to convict Burley. who was 
willing to compromise the case. The Circuit 
Attorney agreed to give Buriey thirty days in 
the Work-house. Wherel went to see him he 
was overjoyed atitund was very wililng to 
acceptit. Whenl saw himthe next time he 
said he would not take it and had employed 
Frank DD. Turner. When he came to trial, 
having refused thirty daysin the Work-house, 
he was sentenced to three years in the 
Penitentiary. His mother asked me to 
do something for him. I made a motion for a 
new trial, which was overruled. He made an 
affidavit that Turner bad come to him and de- 
preca’ed my ability and advised him not to 
acceps the thirty days in the Work-house, 
agreeing to forfeit $100 if he did not 
clear him. On this Judge Jones re- 
duced the sentence to two years, and I asked 
in open court that the paper be filed away with 
the records of the court and carefully, kept as 
I suspected it might disappear. The defend- 
ant charged a betrayal of his interests and 
made serious charges, which, in Judge Jones’ 
estimation, were sufficient grounds for Gisbar- 
ment it anybody had taken the matter in 
bard.

THE TRADES. 


What the Various Classes of Mechanics Are 
Doing. 

The various mechanical, and especially the 
building industries of St. Louis, are in a gen- 
erally healthy state at present. While not as 
much of a boom is éxperienced now as was 
this time last year, the work being done this 
spring isof a more genera! nature, and its 
ettects, consequently, are felt through a wider 
territory. The differences existing be- 
tween the journeymen painters and 
the bosses have been amicabiy settled, or at 
least the strikers have weakened and resumed 
work at the rate upon which ~~. ! Struck. The 
union made a protracted ficht, but the influx 
of painters from other cities anxions to get 
work at the prices offered lost the strikers 
the day. The union, by way of 
letting itself down easy, demanded 
that ail the ‘‘rat’’ painters who had been em. 
ployed during the strike should be dis- 
charged before the union men commenced 
work. This was peremptorily refused, and as 
aA oe ar the union men find thems¢lves 
replaced. Amiabie relations exist berween 
journeymen and bosses in other branches, and 
no probability of sny more strikes this season 
exists. 

»The recent erection of large manufactories 
and warehonses in the city hes created a boom 
in the brick market. Brick as a consequence 
are unusually high, andthe manufacturers 
are jubilant. A corner has been made 
on brick, and the contractors are 
almost at the manufacturers’ mercy. The 
freeze last Monday night destroyed 300,000 un 
burned brick that would have bad a tencency 
toease the market somewhat. Building in 
the city is confined principally 
to those structures that demand immedi- 
ate erections. Private residence buildin 
is slack at present, owners preferring to ho! 
off until the price of brick is somewhat lower. 
ed. The demand for bricklayers recently 
renderec that class of journeymen confident, 
and rumors Of a strike were for awhile propa- 
gaied. Admonished, however, by the 
result ot <«¢he painters’ Strike, the 
project was witharawn. Susiness among the 
stone-masons is comparatively quiet, as it is 
sympathetic with the private residence build- 
ing interest. The gravel men ciain that they 
have all the orders they can fill. Manufac- 
turers representing the iron interest 
are running Gay and night. The branch that 
is suffering most at presentis the plastering. 
A great many journeymen plasterers are out 
of work, sna wil! remain so, until the erection 
of private residences and buildings of this na- 
ture is resumed. The roofing journeymen 
are busy On pubiic buildings, ete. The lum- 
ber, fire brick, plumbing and gas fitting and 
planing mill interests are only fairly active 
Contractors claim thatthe season is remark 
able for the warehouses and buildings of that 
nature that are being erected

Problems With Which Laughlin, 
Cady and Jecko Must Wrestle. 


The Gamblers as Felons and Misdemean- 
ants—Four Murder Cases Set 
for Monday. 


The Monday docket in the Criminal Uourt 
Shows up four murder cases. The case against 
Jack Hayes was adjourned by the defendant 
yesterday for the forty-eight hours allowed by 
the law after the selection of the jurors bas 
been made. The case will be called at 10:30 
Monday morning, and will probably go to trial 
at that time. The other three cases 
are those against John D. Shea for murder 


and robbery,Emil Rosey, and Jas. D.Flanagan, 
indicted about a year ago for the murder of 
two brothers in his saloon on Broadway, near 
Monroe street. The Tuesday’s docket, cover- 
ing over seven pages of the Judge's book, is 
devoted entirely to the cases against the gam- 
blers.

The Rules of the Park. 

The following regulations wil) be interesting 
to the visitors to the only summer resort with 
in easy reach of the peopie of St. Louis. The 
ordinance is very strict in regard to the con- 
duct of visitors to Lafayette Park. The park 
isto be open to pedestrians only. No car- 
riage, wagon, wheelbarrow, etc., is allowed, 
and the bicycle-rider is not permitted there 
without special license from the Commissioners 


of the Park. 

People are required to enterand leave the 
park by the gate, and visitors who are frisky 
enough to climb the fences or walk or lounge 
on the grass plots are liable to arrest. Persons 
who shall break, disturb or carry away any 
bird, animal, tree, plant, etc., are amenable 
tothe same punishment. Bathing, fishing, 
discharging fire arms or fire works, throwing 
sticks or stones, games of chance, fortune-tell- 
ing, picnicking, anv sale of goods, and adver- 
tising within the park or on the neighboring 
streets, are forbidden. Intoxicating liquors 
must never come inside the gates, 

Dogs are tabooed andithe ordinance instructs 
employes to usé any meansto eject them and 
other animals from the park. Improper char- 
acters are not allowedinthe park at all, the 
ordinance declares, and disorderly and offen- 
sive conduct, profane or threatening language, 
Joud or unusual noises, sleeping, lounging or 
lying onthe benches are strictly prohibited. 


When the ice on the main 
pond is considered safe by the Board 
of Public Improvements, skating 


will be allowed there, butin noother place. 
Without special permission of the board no 
person is allowed to deliver an oration in the 
park, pass into or through it in procession, 
nor play upon a musicalinstrument. The fine 
for an infringement of any of these rules is not 
less than $3 nor more than $100.

Hoedlumism the Training School for 
Thieves and Thugs. 


The present grand -jury, like the three preced- 
ing bodies, has, in the course of its investiga- 
tions, had its attention very forcibly directed to 
the evil of hoodlumism. Within the past year 
half a dozen murders, several murderous as. 


Saults on police officers and in- 
numerable cutting affrays and les- 
ser offenses against the law 


have been laid atthe door of this element of 
the city’s population. The January grand 
jury ascribed the evil to drinking saloons, and 
recommended asa direct remedy the increase 
of licenses to $1,000, and the drafting of an or- 
dinance prohibiting more than one saloon in a 


block. Like the large majority of grand 
jury recommendations and _ conclusions, 
this {is now filed away under half 


an inch of dust in the office of the Clerk of the 
Criminal Court, to be resurrected by some en- 
terprising janitor at the next general house- 
Cleaning. 

An idea of the extent of rowdyism is only to 
be gotten from the records of the courts. 
Judge Cady, of the Court of Criminal Correc- 
tion, before whom the serious offend. 
ers are arraigned for preliminary examin- 
ation and those guilty of smailer offenses 
receive their final dues.said: ‘*The hoodlum is 
only arraigned in the Police Courts for the or- 
feuseof hoodlumism, but they appear daily in 
the higher courts for infractions of the law.
